Free smallpox vaccina - 
tions will be offered at four 
different locntians by two 
different health dep a r t • 
ments this month. 

On Thursday, March, 13, 
at 9 a.m. in the Sierra Mesa 
Cafetorlum Foyer, the Los 
Angeles County Health De¬ 
partment is offering small¬ 
pox vaccinations to presant- 
ly enrolled kindergarteners 
of both morning and after¬ 
noon sessions, first and 
second graders only. 

After this has been com¬ 
pleted, the immunization 
team moves to Room 17, 
Sierra Madre School at 10 
a.m., again, vacclnati rr g 
students from both sessions 
of kindergarten and first 
and second grade only. 

The Pasadena Health De¬ 
partment will offer free 
smallpox vaccinations to all 
students attending Don Be¬ 
nito and Eugene Field Ele¬ 
mentary School (not includ¬ 
ing kindergarten) the morn¬ 
ing of Friday, March 21, 
starting with Don Benito at 
9 a.m. This will include any 
Sierra Madre School chil¬ 
dren who are attending 
these schools on that da'te. 

If your child has had a 
smallpox vaccination with - 
in the past three years he 
will not need to have it 
done at this time. Those 
children who have eczema 
or any other skin rash or 
lesions should not be vac¬ 
cinated. 

No child will be vaccinat¬ 
ed unless he has a consent 
form which has been signed 
by a parent or guardian. 

Also, children who attend 
afternoon . sessions should 
comp to the school at the 
appropriate time for the 
vaccination and then go 
home until time to retjurn 
for their regular class, ac¬ 
cording to Evelyn Midby, 
school nurse.
